Why we’re forgetting all 
that makes Britain great 


CREATING a great nation is not 
normally built on those born and 
bred in the country in question. 

Look at the US and, as it’s closest to 
us, New York as an example. That is 
a city made rich in culture and 
vibrancy by the overseas roots of 
those who moved there and made it 
their home - sold on the American 
dream. 

And the same applies to the UK. 
London is a melting pot of cultures 
and peoples which makes it such a 
compelling and exciting place to be. 

Kent has, to a far lesser extent, 
seen changes in its demograph¬ 
ic make-up too. But similar to u j i rj j 
how foreigners were once F 
perceived in London, now it 
is only too easy to consider 
any non-British person with 
suspicion or revulsion and 
put the blame of everything 
at their feet. Why? Because it’s 
easy and it shifts the 
blame for any failing 
in society or 
government onto 
somebody else. 


But Britain’s strength - and the US’ 
for that matter - has always been its 
welcome to non-natives. It has not, 
as some would have you believe, led 
us to rack and ruin. In fact, we 
become a beacon of hope and 
compassion. The impact of a global 
economic nosedive 10 years ago is 
still being felt and while easier to 
blame rising immigration, it is only 
part of the equation. 

More worrying though, is the 
decision to end to our country’s 
committment to taking in 3,000 
lone Syrian children. It is as if we 
have finally lost all sense that we 
are all human, all flesh and 
blood, regardless of race and 
creed. Imagine, for a moment 
if the situation was reversed, 
and someone failed to give 
our future generations safe 
haven. It would breed resent¬ 
ment to last for years. Britain is 
better than this. Much 
better. But we are 
beginning to risk 
it all with our 
actions. 
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Bishop ‘deeply worried’ 
as refugee scheme shut

THE Bishop of Dover has joined a 
chorus of protest over the govern¬ 
ment’s decision to close a scheme 
for unaccompanied children. 

It was announced this week that 
the number of children who will be 
allowed into the UK under the 
scheme, introduced last year under 
the so-called Dubs Amendment, 
would be limited to just 350. 

In a statement, the Rt Rev Trevor 
Willmott said: “While commend¬ 
ing the steps that have already 
been taken by government under 
the Dubs amendment, it is deeply 
worrying to learn that this vital 
effort is to be curtailed. 

“Now is not the time to step back 
from our responsibility towards the 
vulnerable children so desperately 
in need of our care and protection. 

“Through the work we are 
engaged with here in Kent we are 
acutely aware of the challenges, 
but also of the life-changing impact 
that our country’s offer of safety, 
stability and compassion brings to 
the children and families who have 
been resettled here in our commu¬ 
nities. 


“I would urge us not to lose sight 
of our shared humanity with those 
fleeing intolerable conflict and 
danger, but to continue to reach 
out to them as fellow brothers and 
sisters.” 

It followed criticism from the 
Archbishop of Canterbury Justin 
Welby, who said he was “saddened 
and shocked” at the decision. 

He added that he had believed 
ministers were “committed to 
welcoming up to 3,000 children 


under this scheme” and it was 
“regrettable” that such a small 
proportion have been given 
sanctuary in Britain. 

However, prime minister 
Theresa May has since defended 
the government’s approach. 

Speaking at Downing Street 
following talks with Italian prime 
minister Paolo Gentiloni, Mrs May 
said the Dubs scheme was only one 
of a number of routes by which 
vulnerable children from war-torn 


Syria can find sanctuary in the UK. 

“We have been seeing quite a 
number of children and families 
being resettled here in the United 
Kingdom,” she said. 

“I think what we are doing in 
terms of refugees is absolutely 
right, on top of course of the 
significant financial support and 
humanitarian aid we are giving to 
refugees in the region of Syria - a 
commitment of £2.3 billion, the 
second biggest bilateral donor.”

Minister vows action 
soon on ‘crack cocaine 
of gambling’ machines 


A RECOMMENDATION on the future 
of controversial betting machines on 
which gamblers can lose as much as 
£300 every minute is expected soon, 
a government minister has said. 

Campaigners across Kent and 
beyond have battled to reduce the 
maximum stake on fixed odds 
betting terminals (FOBTs) from £100 
to £2 and Labour MPs again raised 
the issue in the House of Commons 
this week. 

The machines have been dubbed 
“the crack cocaine of gambling” and 
even the co-founder of the UK’s biggest 
bookmaker, Paddy Power, described 
them as “dangerously addictive”. 

Medway has been a particular 
problem area over the years, which 
led to the unitary council introduc¬ 
ing a pioneering cross-operator 
self-exclusion scheme, since 
replicated by a number of local 
authorities nationwide. 

Leader of the Labour group on 
Medway council, Vince Maple, told 
us last year he felt it was “almost 


impossible” for the government not 
to take further action against FOBTs. 

Responding to questions in the 
Commons, Chatham and Aylesford 
MP, and parliamentary under-secre¬ 
tary for culture, media and sport, 
Tracey Crouch told the house: “The 
government announced a review of 
gaming machines which include 
FOBTs on October 24, 2016. 

“I am currently considering the 
findings of that and I will be 
publishing my recommendation 
shortly.” 

The review will assess concerns 
about the harm FOBTs can cause 
either to players or the communities 
in which they are located, as well as 
other rules on gaming machines 
across the industry. 

According to figures made 
available by campaign group Stop 
the FOBTs, as of last summer, there 
were 645 FOBTs across Kent and 
Medway, in which a total of £172.5m 
had been inserted, with punters 
cumulatively losing some £34.5m. 


FAMILY of missing teenager Ben 
Savage say they are ‘ ‘heartbroken’ ’ 
after it was confirmed his body 
was that recovered in the River 
Medway earlier this month.

Dreamland to expand as 
it secures £ 15 m ahead of 
expected sale this year

OPERATORS of Margate’s Dream¬ 
land leisure complex say they have 
secured investment of up to £15mil- 
lion - allowing it to buy further land 
and invest in the site. 

However, the announcement this 
week is thought to have included the 
£10m KoS reported in January it had 
received - money designed to im¬ 
prove the park ahead of a likely sale 
later this year. 

Sands Heritage Ltd, which oper¬ 
ates the site, went into adminstra- 
tion last year after racking up mil¬ 
lions in debt following the park’s 
re-opening. Adminstrators have, 
since then, sought to restructure the 
business to ensure it survives, with a 
view to selling it. The lease on the 
land insists it remains a theme park. 

The new investment is being pro¬ 
vided by Cayman Island-based Ar- 
rowgrass Capital Partners, a signifi¬ 
cant existing Dreamland creditor 
that supports the management

team’s strategy to build a strong 
business for the local economy. 

Sands Heritage said the injection 
of funds supports improvements 
such as the acquisition of new park 
rides and the restoration of existing 


ones, as well as upgrades to Dream¬ 
land’s indoor and outdoor event 
spaces. That could mean more festi¬ 
vals and outdoor shows. 

It will also allow it to expand the 
site, acquiring neighbouring prop¬ 
erties and land near the park. 

Chris Wells, leader of Thanet Dis¬ 
trict Council, said: “It’s positive to 
see significant private investment 
going into Dreamland to help secure 
its financial future. The rebirth of 
Dreamland would not have been 
possible without the extensive com¬ 
mitment and financial backing of 
public organisations, of which the 
council is proud to have been a part. 
I’m excited to see the park continue 
its contribution to the significant re¬ 
generation of our original seaside 
resort.” 

Sir Roger Gale, MP for Thanet 
North, added: “The park and under¬ 
cover facilities are a vital ingredient 
of Margate's year-round offer to lei¬ 
sure and business and I continue to 
have great confidence in Dream¬ 
lands prospect as a major leisure 
complex.”

Betteshanger Park, on the site of the 
former coalfields, has stood derelict 
since the closure of the colliery in 1989, 
but is now part of a major project to 
transform it into a thriving sustainable 
park, harnessing sustainable energy 
and making it a destination for leisure 
and business. 


Roadworks to impact

MAJOR road works near Maidstone Hospital will 
take place this week, with motorists and hospital 
visitors warned there could be delays.

Probe after dead dog 
found burnt on beach 

THE RSPCA is investigating after the burnt remains 
of a dog were found on Whitstable beach. 

The discovery was made near Preston Parade, 
Seasalter, on Tuesday morning. 

The dog had been a male, young, possibly 
black-and-white, Jack Russell terrier, and his body 
was injured and showed signs of being set on fire 
and burnt. He was not microchipped. 

RSPCA inspector Ellie Burt said: “There were 
clear signs this poor dog had been set on fire 
- either before or after his death. 

“It is also possible that the wounds could 
indicate an injury just before death, and then he 
may have been set on fire to dispose of the body. 

“There was little evidence of a fire nearby, or 
that the dog had been in the water and washed 
up, so I think it likely that he died elsewhere and 
then his body was dumped on the beach, by the 
sea.”

College welcomes 
construction job rise 

THERE will be more construction roles in Kent and 
the south east than ever before following an industry 
boom, a report claims. 

Some 20,000 new construction workers will be 
needed in the region over the next five years, 
according to new figures from the Construction 
Industry Training Board (CITB). 

The CITB’s annual Construction Skills Network 
report forecasts an average annual requirement of 
3,940 new recruits in the south east until 2021, more 
than double the number forecast in last year’s report. 

The report was welcomed by East Kent College 
principal Graham Razey, who said it highlighted the 
importance of construction skills in the county. 

He told KoS: 1 ‘In order to make sure our curriculum 
matches local skills needs - and the South East Local 
Enterprise Partnership’s priorities - we are currently 
in the process of expanding and enhancing construc¬ 
tion facilities at our Folkestone campus.

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Investigation after ‘cannibal' 
cop killer found dead in cell

CANNIBAL killer Stefano Brizzi, who stran¬ 
gled a police officer from Greenhithe during 
a bondage sex session and then cooked and 
tried to eat him, has died in prison. 

Brizzi, 50, was jailed at the Old Bailey for a 
minimum of 24 years in December for the 
murder of 59-year-old Gordon Semple at his 
flat in south London. 

He died at HMP Belmarsh, the high secu¬ 
rity jail in Woolwich, south east London. 

A Prison Service spokeswoman said: 
“HMP Belmarsh prisoner Stefano Brizzi died 
in custody on Sunday. 

“As with all deaths in custody there will be 
an independent investigation by the Prisons 
and Probation Ombudsman.” 

Brizzi was arrested after police called to 
his flat to investigate a foul stench discovered 
the gruesome scene. 

During his trial, the Italian admitted he 
was inspired by his favourite TV series 
Breaking Bad as he tried to get away with the 
killing by dissolving his victim’s flesh in an 
acid bath. 

But the crystal meth addicted former Mor¬ 
gan Stanley IT developer denied he had 
cooked and tried to eat parts of the body with 
chopsticks, saying he had no memory of it. 


Brizzi was found guilty of murder and sen¬ 
tenced to life with a minimum of 24 years, with 
seven years concurrent for disposing of the 
body. The court heard evidence from an odon- 
tologist settled the matter of whether Brizzi had 
in fact cannibalised part of his victim. 

On examining a rib discarded in the kitch¬ 
en bin, the expert found that a bite mark did 
in fact match the defendant’s lower teeth. 

Brizzi, who met his victim on gay dating 
app Grindr, reportedly took his own life. 

Figures released last month showed that 


suicides, assaults and self-harm behind 
bars have all surged to record levels, with 
354 deaths in prisons in England and 
Wales last year, including 119 which were 
apparently self-inflicted. 

Self-harm incidents jumped by nearly a 
quarter, while there were more than 
25,000 assaults in the 12 months to Sep¬ 
tember - equivalent to nearly 70 attacks 
every day. The figures triggered new calls 
for reform of the prison system amid claims 
that jails are dangerously over-crowded. 


Horse left to rot in a 
field results in ban 

FOUR people have been banned from keeping 
horses for a number of years after leaving one to 
rot alongside seven live animals. 

Harry Dunn, Tommy Tucker Dunn, Matthew 
Dunn, all of South Ash Road in Sevenoaks and 
Christine Chambers of Porchester Close, Hartley 
were all found guilty of offences under the animal 
welfare act and sentenced at Sevenoaks Magis¬ 
trates’ Court this week. 


Six treated following 
blaze in Birchington 

AN investigation is under way following a blaze in 
a block of flats in Birchington just before 6am on 
Wednesday morning which left six people 
needing treatment for smoke inhalation. 

The fire in the five-storey building at Mckinlay 
Court saw the building evacuated and extensive 
damage to one flat and damage to two others. 


Car park rapist jailed 

A MAN who raped a woman over 26 years ago 
has finally faced justice following a cold case 
review. 

John Clayson, 60, of Upper FantRoad, Maid¬ 
stone, was convicted at Maidstone Crown Court, 
after a jury found him guilty of the rape, false 
imprisonment and indecent assault of a woman in 
a multi-story carpark in Gravesend in July 1990. 
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Home secretary praises the 
county for refugee crisis care 



KENT has been praised for its 
response to the refugee crisis by the 
home secretary. 

Responding to Faversham and 
Mid Kent MP Helen Whately in a 
debate about unaccompanied child 
asylum seekers in the Commons, 
Amber Rudd said Britain was “so 
fortunate” the county has respond¬ 
ed to the crisis with such positivity. 

Mrs Whately told MPs: “In Kent 
we look after over a thousand unac¬ 
companied asylum seeking 
children. Does [Ms Rudd] agree 
when we welcome vulnerable 
children to the UK, we must make 
sure we can give them a genuine 
welcome, that councils have the 
resources and capacity to look after 
them as well as the British children 
in need of care?” 

In response, the home secretary 


said: “The fact is we are so fortu¬ 
nate that Kent does step up because 
they so often take the brunt and 
have to take the largest number of 
unaccompanied children. 

“We do need other councils to 


engage so we can spread that 
responsibility around. We need to 
have care, time, money, profes¬ 
sional support to look after these 
refugees because they are children, 
and need to be looked after.” 


All our MPs back PM to 
push ahead with Brexit 


ALL of Kent’s MPs have given 
Theresa May their backing to 
formally begin Brexit in a 
historic House of Commons 
vote on Wednesday night. 

The European Union (Notifica¬ 
tion of Withdrawal) Bill was 
approved after around 40 hours 
of debate during which the 
government saw off a series of 
attempts to change it to safe¬ 
guard against a “hard Brexit”. 

The legislation will allow the 
prime minister to begin exit 
negotiations under Article 50 of 
the EU treaties, which she has 
promised by April, once it passes 
through the House of Lords. 

Kent MPs who voted to 
Remain, such as Helen 
Whately, Tom Tugendhat, Kelly 
Tolhurst, Charlie Elphicke and 
Damian Collins all stuck by 
their vows to respect the wishes 


of their constituents, and the 
wider British population, and 
voted to trigger Article 50. As 
did Tunbridge Wells’ MP Greg 
Clark who has faced contro¬ 
versy with the only constitu¬ 
ency in the county who voted to 
Remain during the referendum. 

Brexit secretary David Davis 
said: “We’ve seen a historic vote 
tonight - a big majority for 
getting on with negotiating our 
exit from the EU and a strong, 
new partnership with its 
member states. 

Former Ukip leader Nigel 
Farage said: “I never thought I’d 
see the day where the House of 
Commons overwhelmingly voted 
for Britain to leave the EU.” 

The Liberal Democrats have 
vowed to continue to push for a 
second referendum on the final 
exit deal. 


Lidl gets store go-ahead

the go-ahead for a new store in Whitfield, 
Dover, after securing planning permission 
from the council. 

The store will open later this year and 
create 40 new jobs and come with 159 car 
parking spaces.

B OSSES behind the pro¬ 
posed multi-billion pound 
London Paramount park 
entertainment resort in¬ 
sist they will still receive 
investment from a Chinese firm ex¬ 
posed as a “shell company”. 

Reports in the Sunday Times last 
week revealed Chinese businessman 
Peter Zhang and his investment outfit 
SinoFortone, who claimed to have 
committed billions of pounds to ma¬ 
jor UK projects, including the ambi¬ 
tious plans for the Swanscombe pe¬ 
ninsula, had only successfully 
delivered on one deal so far - a pub. 

The firm was dismissed in the press 
as a shell company - a non-trading 
business used as a vehicle for various 
financial manoeuvres or kept dormant 
for future use in some other capacity. 

The development - which proposes 
to include a theme park, live music 
venues, cinemas, restaurants and ho¬ 
tels - is set to cost £3.2 billion and 
could create around 27,000 jobs. 

It was announced at the end of 2015 
that the project had attracted an in itial 
£100m investment from SinoFortone, 
which bosses said at the time demon¬ 
strated what a “unique economic and 
regenerative opportunity” the park 
represented. 


Claims an investment deal fell 
apart when China’s state export cred¬ 
it agency refused to provide a loan to 
SinoFortone due to the lack of Chi¬ 
nese engineers and technology in¬ 
volved in the planning process for the 
theme park were emphatically 
quashed by project bosses. 

KoS understands not a penny of the 
£100m was expected up front, and 


that SinoFortone will deliver on its 
pledge following the submission of a 
planning application later this year. 

Andy March, a spokesman for Lon¬ 
don Resort Company Holdings 
(LRCH), the firm behind the park, 
said: “SinoFortone publicly an¬ 
nounced their intention to invest in 
October 2015 and that commitment 
is unchanged. 


“We’re still working hard behind 
the scenes, developing our business 
plan and preparing our planning ap¬ 
plication for submission later this year. 

“It’s no secret that this has taken 
longer than we would have liked, but 
this is a huge project and we’re deter¬ 
mined to get it right. We’ll be sharing 
more news soon and look forward to 
updating everyone on the project.”

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DEBATE: Members of the council met this week to rubber stamp an increase in council tax and highlight again the strain local authorities are under due to funding reductions 

‘High risk’ budget approved as 
council tax increase confirmed 


Tom Pyman watches the debate at County Hall, in Maidstone, as opponents of the ruling Tory group 
say KCC should have followed Surrey in threatening a referendum to get its own 'sweetheart’ deal 


A REFERENDUM to in¬ 
crease council tax be¬ 
yond a capped amount 
should have been called 
by Kent County Council 
to force central government into a 
“sweetheart deal” and ease the grow¬ 
ing cash crisis, the authority’s Labour 
opposition leader has suggested. 

Gordon Cowan made the remarks at 
County Hall on Thursday as council¬ 
lors approved the local authority’s 
budget for the coming year, which in¬ 
cludes a rise in council tax of just un¬ 
der four per cent. 

It comes after nearby Surrey County 
Council announced earlier this year it 
was proposing a whopping 15 per cent 
council tax hike, which would have to 
be assessed by residents in a referen¬ 
dum. 

Town halls can currently increase 
tax by around five per cent a year - 
comprising of up to three per cent 
which will be used specifically for so¬ 
cial care, and a further 1.99 per cent 
for all the council’s services - without 
launching a public vote. 

Bosses at the Conservative-control¬ 
led Surrey council then caused a stir 
earlier this week when they back¬ 
tracked on the proposed 15 per cent 
rise, instead suggesting bills will go up 
by 4.99 per cent instead - below the ref¬ 
erendum threshold. 

Labour leader Jeremy Corbyn con¬ 
fronted Theresa May at Prime Minis¬ 


ter’s Questions with a series of leaked 
text messages from Surrey’s leader 
which, he suggested, revealed negotia¬ 
tions on funding with Whitehall in or¬ 
der to “kill” the double-digit tax rise to 
pay for social care. 

Surrey chief David Hodge insisted 
there had been no deal with the gov¬ 
ernment but said he was confident that 
ministers now understood the “real 
pressures” facing councils over social 
care, while Mrs May accused Mr Cor¬ 
byn and the Labour party of using “al¬ 
ternative facts”. 

Bringing the debate to County Hall, 
Cllr Cowan accused Conservative 
council leader Paul Carter of not lob¬ 
bying hard enough to secure a better 
deal for Kent, agreeing with his party 
leader that the government would face 
embarrassment seeing such a rise in 
the home of senior cabinet members. 

Cllr Cowan told councillors: “‘We 
haven’t threatened a referendum’, 
councillor Carter said - well, perhaps 
we should have done. 

“But then again you haven’t got 
[chancellor] Philip Hammond and 
[health secretary] Jeremy Hunt in the 
constituency. 

“‘We’ve lobbied government’, [KCC’s 
deputy leader and finance chief, John] 
Simmonds said, but we didn’t lobby 
them as hard as Surrey because it is a 
sweetheart deal that they’ve got. 

“Quite frankly, they’ve stuffed us up 
again.” 


Leader of the opposition, Ukip’s Rog¬ 
er Latchford also outlined concerns. 

“It must be clear to us all that any 
reductions we can make to the general 
public are clearly beneficial,” he said. 

“Continued hikes in taxation from 
whatever source are having a serious 
impact on those families that are find¬ 
ing it increasingly harder to manage. 

“Mrs May has also referred to the 
JAMs [those ‘just about managing’] 
and we should accept the reality that 
these cuts are truly biting on those 
that can least afford it. 

“We have a high risk budget and 
everything that can be done must be 
done to alert central government that 
Kent has major difficulties due to Con¬ 
servative policies.” 

Cllr Carter told councillors he was 
not aware any such deal with Surrey 
actually existed, but insisted he had 
continued to pile pressure on central 
government nevertheless. 

The budget proposals went to public 
consultation back in October, where 
senior bosses told KoS up to 400 jobs 
could go as the council looked to slash 
£108m. 

With funding in the form of the Rev¬ 
enue Support Grant (RSG) being slow¬ 
ly reduced year-on-year until it dries 
up completely in 2020, councils are 
having to become self-sufficient and 
KCC’s finance chiefs warned the future 
could look “absolutely disastrous for 
local government” if town halls don’t 


receive more help from Westminster. 

Despite the tough economic climate, 
Cllr Carter has repeatedly expressed 
his pride that frontline services have 
been protected in recent years. 

“This is a high risk budget, but we’ve 
got an extraordinary track record of 
delivering transformations and sav¬ 
ings in difficult times year-on-year-on- 
year,” the leader said. 

“We haven’t moaned and we haven’t 
whinged, we haven’t threatened refer¬ 
enda, we haven’t threatened massive 
council tax increases. 

“We have not slashed and burned 
services, we have not closed any librar¬ 
ies, we have not closed any children’s 
centres, we have not culled the non- 
statutory services that are so greatly 
valued by our residents across the 
county. 

“We’ve just got on with the job. 
We’ve kept the council tax as low as 
possible. 

“We have proved conclusively, de¬ 
spite the sceptics, that you can spend 
less money but at the same time deliver 
and maintain improved frontline serv¬ 
ices to our residents. 

“We have minimised compulsory 
redundancies and supported our staff 
with appropriate pay and reward poli¬ 
cies that have seen the pay and reward 
envelope grow for our staff by an aver¬ 
age of 2.5 per cent every year over the 
last five years, not enjoyed by the mem¬ 
bers of this authority.” 


While it is the 12 local district or 
borough authorities that collect the 
council tax, there are a number of pub¬ 
lic bodies which receive a slice of the 
pie, to help pay for the local services 
residents receive. 

KCC takes the largest proportion - 
around 71 per cent - to pay for services 
including schools, social care, public 
health, community safety and trans¬ 
port. 

The second-tier councils also keep 
some tax - around 11 per cent - and 
they are responsible for services such 
as planning applications, rubbish col¬ 
lection and housing. 

Kent Police receives 10 per cent of 
the total tax bill, Kent Fire and Rescue 
Service get around 4.5 per cent and 
the rest is swallowed up by town and 
parish councils. 

The four per cent KCC hike means 
the average band D property will pay 
around £45 extra a year, while police 
and crime commissioner Matthew 
Scott gave the green light earlier this 
month to a £5 rise in the force’s pre¬ 
cept. 

In total, residents can expect to pay 
around £55 more per year for council 
tax, equaying to just over £1 a week. 

Council chiefs in Medway - a uni¬ 
tary authority separate from KCC - are 
proposing the maximum rise of 4.99 
per cent, and will look to rubber-stamp 
the budget when councillors meet later 
this month. 
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Speed traps 
go digital to 
make our 
roads safer

S PEED cameras across Kent 
are set for a multi-million 
pound upgrade meaning all 
offences will now be caught 
and immediately sent to the 

police. 

Currently, the cameras in the 
county rely on traditional film - 
which means once that has run out, 
anyone else flashed as they go past 
escape punishment. 

But now they are entering the dig¬ 
ital age with each snap of a speeding 
driver instantly being transmitted, 
in digital form, to the authorities via 
mobile phone networks. 

A trial scheme is currently being 
rolled out at select locations in the 
county and if they prove a success, it 
will go Kent-wide. 

While welcomed by many as an ef¬ 
fective deterrent at accident blacks- 
pots, they have been criticised in the 
past for simply being an additional 
revenue stream and for ‘punishing’ 
the motorist. 

The Kent and Medway Safety Cam¬ 
era Partnership, an organisation 
formed by Kent County Council 
(KCC), Medway Council, Highways 
England and Kent Police in 2002, 
manages the camera network. 

Its aim is to reduce casualties on 
our roads and educate drivers of the 
perils of speed. 

A pilot of the installation processes 
is currently being conducted in Val-

Have casualties been reduced 
at speed camera sites? 

Kent & Medway Safety Camera 
Partnership says that overall, there 
has been a reduction in crashes 
and casualties across the county 
since speed cameras have been 
introduced at various sites. 

In Valley Drive in Gravesend, for 
example, there were nine people 
killed or seriously injured in a 36 
month period prior to the speed 
camera installation in 2004. The 
number reduced to just six 
casualties in the most recent 36 
month period between 2013 and 
2015. 

Elsewhere in other locations 
where the new digital cameras are 
being piloted, there has also been a 
reduction in casualties.

ley Drive in Gravesend, Frindsbury

These sites will be tested and com¬ 
missioned before a general roll out 
across the rest of the county will take 
place over the next few years. 

Police inspector Sam Pearson ex¬ 
plained: “The wet film cameras and 
equipment that the digital upgrade 
replaces is all coming to the end of its 
working life, many of the older safety 
cameras in Kent have been in place 
for over 20 years and although still 
in operation, they are ready for this 
upgrade to the very latest digital 
technology. 

“Cameras are only installed where 
there is a history of speed related cas¬ 
ualties, this new technology will help 
us continue to contribute to road 
casualty reduction across the coun¬ 
ty.” 

KCC casualty reduction manager, 


cameras in both directions, there 
were nine casualties in the 36 
month period before the cameras 
were installed compared to four in 
most recent period. 

In Friendsbury Hill in Rochester, 
there was one recorded incident of 
somebody being killed or seriously 
injured in a three-year period prior 
to the camera’s installation in 1996. 
In the most recent 36 month period 
between 2013 and 2015, there was 
none. 

Casualties have dramatically 
decreased since cameras were 
installed on Northdown Hill and 
Green Lane in Broadstairs. In the 36 
month period before cameras were 
installed in 2005, there were 14 
people either seriously injured or 
killed. However, this number has 
reduced to just two between 2013 
and 2015. 


Steve Horton, added: “Safety camer¬ 
as play an important part in helping 
to reduce road casualties in Kent by 
encouraging road users to moderate 
their behaviour and stay below the 
speed limit.

More than 10,000 offences were 
recorded on the M2 5 clockwise

cameras, help to ensure motorists 
drive safely. The new digital cameras 
are being installed to support the 
partnership’s work in helping to re¬ 
duce the number of casualties on our 
roads.”

He said: “It doesn’t really matter 
what type of camera is in place as 
they are automatic and only record 
speed, not whether someone is a 
good or bad driver.

How much money do the cam¬ 
eras make? 

If you have been caught on camera 
either for speeding, you will have the 
chance to pay a £100 fixed penalty 
fine and have your licence endorsed 
with three penalty points instead of 
going to court. 

If you receive a speeding ticket 
within a certain speed limit threshold 
you may be given the opportunity of 
attending a national speed aware¬ 
ness course which costs £85. This is 
an alternative to receiving points on 
your licence and a £100 fine. The 
Kent and Medway Safety Camera 
Partnership says it does not have a 
breakdown of how many attended 
speed awareness course, how many 
accepted the conditional offer of a 
fine and points, and how many 
elected to go to court or what the 
outcome was. 


is that there’s a false belief that 
they’re the be all and end all of road 
safety. Results over the years have 
been patchy, and the speed limit is 
usually just decided by politicians 
who listen to local groups campaign¬ 
ing for lower speed limits without 
any real expert knowledge.” 

Motoring lawyer Nick Freeman, 
who dubs himself Mr Loophole for his 
ability to navigate through the legal 
minefield for motorsts, believes the 
cameras have just one purpose: Mon¬ 
ey. 

He explains: “A quarter of a centu¬ 
ry ago, speed cameras were intro¬ 
duced as a noble cause to reduce ac¬ 
cidents at notorious blackspots. 

“However, they were soon hijacked 
by greedy councils who quickly 
appreciated their true worth, namely 
the ability to raise huge sums of 
money from the unsuspecting mo¬ 
torist. 

“Over the last 25 years we have 
witnessed them being unravelled the 
length and breadth of the county. 

“Whilst it is commendable to make 
our roads safer and reduce accidents, 
this should never be at the expense or 
alternative to trained police officers, 
in marked cars, patrolling our roads. 

“This reliance on robotical polic¬ 
ing by static cameras has resulted in 
a litany of other driving offences, 
such as drink and drug driving and 
the illegal use of mobile phones, go¬ 
ing largely undetected by absent po¬ 
lice officers. 

“The truth is police forces and lo¬ 
cal authorities have sold their soul 
for money.”

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How an armed 
robber turned 
life around to 
help hundreds 

We meet loe Baden who transformed his life 
from one of crime to education, and for years 
has helped others follow the same path. After 
being awarded an OBE he reflects on how he’s 
assisting ex-convicts to turn their lives around

E X-CONVICTS are still being stigma¬ 
tised by a government that is pushing 
them into “low level labour jobs”, ex¬ 
plains the founder of an organisation 
set up to get former prisoners through 
university and contributing back to society. 

The claim comes from Joe Baden, 55, a 
former armed robber who managed to turn 
his life around after being caught, and now 
looks to unlock the potential of those who 
have served time through a solid education. 

His success was underlined in the New 
Year’s Honours List when he was presented 
with an OBE for his services to higher educa¬ 
tion. 

After spending time in maximum security 
Belmarsh Prison in south east London while 
on remand, he turned his life around by going 
to university, getting a degree and then, in 
2003, starting up Open Book after becoming 
disillusioned by only being offered manual la¬ 
bour courses. 

Now well established, it provides courses, 
drop-in classes and support for hundreds of 
students of all ages and background by mak¬ 
ing it clear to them the benefits of higher edu¬ 
cation. 

Sitting in his Chatham offices with KoS, he 
explained: “Open Book and education give 
people the opportunity to be their true self. 

“You have to remember that whatever their 
background, some people just never had the 
opportunity to get a good education. Loads of 
these people that come to us are the most hon¬ 
est and most intelligent people you will ever 
meet, but at one point or another they went 
wrong or things didn’t work out. Education is 
a great way to get them back on track and to 
show them that life is worth living. You have 
to have a purpose in life - it shouldn’t be about 
existing just for the sake of exisiting.” 

And he says the government should be do¬ 
ing more to help get young lives back on track. 

He explains: “There’s always a lot of talk 
about getting kids from council estates into 
low level labour jobs. 

“I mean, government are spending 
£100,000 on retail courses. We’re subsidising 
the government to put people through these 
courses when in reality you go and work in re¬ 
tail for a week and then you know what you’re 
doing. What can these courses possibly be 
teaching? Are we really telling these people

that this is all they can aspire to? 

“The reality is that they’re probably going to 
have to go get a job in London anyway, which 
is going to cost them £30-a-day in travel, 
when they’re only being paid £40-a-day. I 
spoke to a couple of lads who had been sacked 
because they couldn’t afford to get to their ze¬ 
ro-hour contract job in London. And then also 
because of this they had their benefits stopped. 
What are they meant to do? It’s no wonder 
everyone is selling weed nowadays. They need 
the money to live on.” 

Mr Baden knows of what he speaks, having 
spent a “destructive” childhood in Bermond¬ 
sey, east London, which led him into a life of 
crime. 

“Lrom very early on,” he explains in his 
Cockney accent, “I was the most destructive 
person in the world, and I feel like now I’m al¬ 
most paying penance for who I was before. I’m 
trying to do more good than I’ve done harm.” 

After a stint in Belmarsh prison on remand 
for armed robbery in his thirties, he was fortu¬ 
nate enough to have his charges dropped be¬ 
cause a witness could not pick him out of a 
suspect line up. He received a two-year com¬ 
munity order, instead of the 10 years behind 
bars he faced. 

“Boredom was the worst thing about being 
in prison,” he reflects. “There’s a real mental 
strain caused by being confined to a cell. But 
that isn’t what made me turn my life around. 
That was my wife, she wouldn’t put up with 
anything like that again. And to be honest I 
was really worried because I’d already lost the 
rest of my family -1 was married before,” Mr 
Baden explains. 

While on community service, Mr Baden 
went back to education, something he says he 
did to “appease my probation officer”. But after 
developing a love for history, he decided to ap¬ 
ply to study at Goldsmiths University in Lon¬ 
don, a decision that laid a path for the rest of 
his life. 

“I had my very last drink the day of my in¬ 
terview for Goldsmiths,” he says. “Once I be¬ 
came a student, I stopped succumbing to my 
vices, and became the real me. I was in a bad 
way for a long time, I was drink and drugs de¬ 
pendent, and I didn’t realise how much I did 
need them until I stopped taking them. 

“Education made me realise that I can’t 
change the things I’ve already done but I can 
try to make amends and overall do more good 
than I have done bad.” 

He graduated from Goldsmiths in 1998 with

a BA in history, and went to work as a tutor for 
the probation service, encouraging ex-offenders 
to pursue education. 

However, in 2002 he appraoched Goldsmiths 
with the idea of starting a project aimed at get¬ 


ting ex-offenders, addicts and those with men¬ 
tal health issues into education. 

From this, Open Book, was born. Now in its 
15th year, he admits he was “chuffed” to receive 
the OBE and likens it to the day he donned his 


cap and gown at his university graduation. 

Open Book has helped over 300 people access 
education at all levels, and numbers are any¬ 
thing but dwindling. 

“It’s kind of like the mafia,” Mr Baden laughs. 


“Once you join, you never leave. It’s not a de¬ 
pendency thing though, it’s more like a religion. 
People start coming to sessions and then they 
never want to stop, it becomes a big part of their

lives.” 

Mr Baden affirms that Open Book can’t guar¬ 
antee jobs, but that it does give its student more 
of a chance. 

He said: “There’s a lot of stigma around ex¬ 
offenders or addicts, and it’s not getting any bet¬ 
ter, but we try to turn their experience from a 
negative into a positive. 

“The problem with the current education sys¬ 
tems inside prisons is that everyone has to start 
a level two NVO [National Vocational Qualifica¬ 
tion] course, when some of these people have 
already got that and more, and so it’s frustrat¬ 
ing for them. 

“We start people at the level they’re meant to 
be at. The govermnent are all about figures. If 
they can say ‘we have this many people doing 
this many courses’ then they’re happy. 

“I’ve seen people get their student card with 
Open Book and start crying. It’s such an emo¬ 
tional thing for them because it takes away the 
stigma they’ve always faced, and gives them a 
new identity. They’re not a ‘convict’ or an ‘ad¬ 
dict’ anymore, they’re a ‘student’. 

“While I was studying I had this kind of 
epiphany. I was revising in the library, reading 
a history book about witch hunts, and I sud¬ 
denly thought ‘what the f*** am I doing here?’ - 
a few years ago I was sitting in a cell, and now 
I’m surrounded by educated people in a univer¬ 
sity. And that’s the thing with addiction and 
crime, your whole identity is about that, but 
when you become a student you have some¬ 
thing else, something better, that you are. And 
that’s why most of the people who have come 
from that background are the best students, be¬ 
cause it means so much to them.” 

He speaks with enthusiasm and awe of some 
the people he’s met through Open Book. 

“One of our guys in prison was offered a 
shorter sentence,” says Mr Baden. “But he re¬ 
jected it so that he could stay and finish his edu¬ 
cation and help mentor other prisoners. He said 
he’d rather do that then leave early. 

“But every single person who walks through 


our doors is inspirational. There’s so many staff 
and students who are inspirational. The amount 
of people who come to us and say they’re stupid 
when they’re not, they just have a different cul¬ 
ture. We’ve given them poems in cockney 
rhyming slang and then in the Queen’s English 
and asked them to explain to us why they think 
they’re stupid for being able to understand the 
cockney version but not the other. They’re not 
stupid, they’re just a product of their environ¬ 
ment, as we all are. 

“An important thing to note is that none of 
the people who have come through Open Book 
have reoffended, and that is something that we 
are really proud of.” 

In the near future Mr Baden is hoping to set 
up a homeless college in Chatham, which he 


hopes will lend a hand to those who are strug¬ 
gling to get off the streets. 

“There will be a college and student halls all 
on the one campus, and we’re hoping to raise 
the funds so that they don’t have to pay any¬ 
thing to live there, and they won’t have to stay 
in hostels anymore. 

“There is that symbolic thing again; people 
will be able to progress through education with¬ 
out having to worry about paying rent. It’s re¬ 
ally difficult for people who are trying to live 
independently - young people with limited 
methods - to study and pay for everything they 
need. It’s ludicrous. There’s young people who 
are trying to turn their lives around and do pos¬ 
itive things and they’re penalised constantly 
because they have to pay for all these different 


things. 

“Though we’re raising the money so they 
won’t have to pay for anything, they will have 
to go through Ucas just like everyone else. But 
we’re hoping that through not paying to study 
or live that in five years time when they’re fin¬ 
ished they’ll come back and give back their serv¬ 
ices in some way - teaching a class or sharing 
their experience. Most of the people who work 
for Open Book have come through the project 
themselves, and so they can really relate to the 
people they’re helping.”

Adele Couchman on the benefits, or otherwise, of Kent’s ever increasing wind farm productivity 


W IND farms in 
Kent are about 
to take an even 
bigger role in 
supplying the 
electricity needs of the country, 
a leading energy expert has said. 

Kent currently has seven wind 
farms and energy developments, 
whose combined electricity out¬ 
put could effectively generate 
enough power to supply more 
than 800,000 households per 
year - more than the 748,000 
homes in Kent and Medway. 
They include the 175 turbine 
London Array - the world’s larg¬ 
est offshore wind farm 12 miles 
north of the Kent coastline in 
the Greater Thames estuary. 

And with major extensions 
proposed to the 100 turbine 
Thanet Offshore Wind Farm by 
Swedish energy company 
Vattenfall, a further 34 turbines 
could be added to its existing 
fleet some 12km from the shore 
in Margate. If approved, the site 
could generate enough electric¬ 
ity to supply an additional 
229,000 homes. 

According to the director of 
Canterbury Christ Church’s en¬ 
ergy and governance group Dr 
Amelia Hatfield, it’s only likely 
Kent will become even more sig¬ 
nificant in harnessing much 
needed wind energy for the en¬ 
tire country. 

“Kent is a frontline state, pio¬ 
neering in wind farm energy en¬ 
terprises. Looking forward in 
five or ten years time, the energy 


generation from Kent is set to 
expand the range of offshore 
wind farms we have. 

“It has a great ability, and not 
always a recognised ability, to 
support national climate change 
targets and promote British 
leadership in energy change 
post-Brexit. 

“We have a county-based ex¬ 
pertise that needs to be recog¬ 
nised and funded nationally. It is 
a pioneer in the electricity it 
produces nationally, not just for 
Kent.” 

In a report co-authored by Dr 
Hatfield, it is estimated that 
19,600 people in Kent are em¬ 
ployed in renewables and low 
carbon related industries - al¬ 
though she says the industries 
are aiming to double that 
number in future. 

Wind power provided 11.5 per 
cent of the UK’s total power out¬ 
put in 2016 - slightly down from 
the 12 per cent the year before. 
There are also concerns that the 
amount of power actually gener¬ 
ated from the turbines may be a 
fraction of the maximum output 
due to the vaguaries of the 
weather. 

Other major offshore 
wind farms in Kent include 
Vatenfall’s Kentish Flats - a 30 
turbine wind farm 
some eight to 
13km north 
of Herne 
Bay, 


which supplies the needs of 
60,000 homes annually. The site 
was extended by 15 turbines two 
years ago, with the site now ca¬ 
pable of providing electricity for 
a further 35,000 homes per year. 

Vattenfall’s head of offshore 
UK wind development, Andy 
Paine, says the company has 
been encouraged to extend its 
developments thanks to contin¬ 
ued support from the govern¬ 
ment, which says it will back a 
doubling of the offshore wind 
industry by 2030 if the cost of 
generation continues to fall. 

But a number of energy com¬ 
panies across Kent have either 
withdrawn or had their applica¬ 
tions rejected for wind farms in 
recent years, blaming govern¬ 
ment cuts to subsidies for on¬ 
shore wind farms and tougher 
planning rules. 

Green MEP for the south east, 
Keith Taylor, is critical of the 
government’s policy towards re¬ 
newables, warning green inves¬ 
tors are being discouraged be¬ 
cause of a wave of “political 
opposition” against the sector. 

He told KoS: “The government 
say they do not want to pay any 
tax payers’ money to subsi¬ 
dise energy, but they are 
underlining nuclear 
projects by millions. 
“When I asked Amber 
Rudd [former energy sec¬ 
retary, now home secretary] 
the question of why they are 
cutting renewable energy in 


spite of all the positives, she 
didn’t have an answer. 

“The government completely 
needs a new energy strategy for 
the next 100 years. At the mo¬ 
ment, people are shrinking 
away from investment, which is 
such a shame.” 

Despite welcoming the news 
for the possible extension of the 
Thanet Offshore wind farm, Mr 
Taylor said more needed to be 
done to support green energy 
and protect the county. 

“Unless we do something now 
there will be serious repercus¬ 
sions in Kent with rising sea 
levels,” he added. “People have 
to engage and think of 50 or 
100 years time - I know I 
want my kids to live in a 
land that doesn’t flood. 

“But as long as political 
parties like Ukip and the 
Conservatives continue 
to say we don’t like 
them, setting up wind 
farms is just going 
to become more 
and more dif¬ 
ficult.” 

Kent 
is cur¬ 
rently home to 

three onshore wind en¬ 
ergy developments, in¬ 
cluding the 26 turbine 
Little Cheyne Court 
wind farm on the 
Romney Marsh, 

which generates 
enough electricity 



per year to supply over 32,000 
homes. The other two onshore 
turbine sites sit in the Port of 
Sheerness and by HMP Stand- 
ford, also on Sheppey. 

But a number of of planned 
wind energy developments have 
been scrapped following the end 
to subsidies for new onshore 
wind farms last year. 

The funding for the subsidies 
came from the “renewable obli¬ 
gation”, which is funded by lev¬ 
ies added to household fuel bills. 
In addition to the Conserva¬ 
tive’s policy on renewables, on¬ 
shore investors have also cited 
a change to planning policy as 
a difficulty to move ahead with 
new wind farms - with more 
precedence given to local com¬ 
munities who oppose planning 
applications for wind energy de¬ 
velopment. 

Among those who have strug¬ 
gled under the new rules in Kent 
include developers Airvolution 
Energy, who proposed two on¬ 
shore wind farms on Sheppey 
and the Romney Marsh. 

A spokesperson for the com¬ 
pany said the four turbine 
project in Old Romney did 
not go ahead because of the 
government’s cut to subsi¬ 
dies, adding that “many 
companies are stopping 
investing because of 
government changes”. 
In addition, Air volution’s ap¬ 
plication to build four turbines 
at New Rides 
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Farm on Sheppey was rejected 
by Swale Borough Council be¬ 
cause of concern from locals 
over the impact on the land¬ 
scape - a recurring issue 
energy companies must try 
and overcome. The company is 
appealing against the 
council, and a decision 
could be reached by the secre¬ 
tary of state as early as this 
summer. 

Two further six turbine on¬ 
shore wind projects have also 
struggled to gain momentum 
in recent years. 

Energy company Ecotricity 
said it made an application to 
Shepway District Council in 
2012 regarding a scheme in 
Sellindge, near Folkestone, 
which would be capable of 
powering 11,800 homes a 
year - but is yet to hear a deci¬ 
sion. 

A proposed wind farm on the 
Romney Marsh capable of pow¬ 
ering nearly 10,000 homes a 
year was also dropped in 2015 
because of the government’s 
policy on renewables. 

But Green county councillor 
Martin Whybrow said Shep¬ 
way residents had legitimate 
concerns about the impact fur¬ 
ther onshore windfarms could 
have on the landscape. 

“We need to be able to make 
away from fossil fuels, and 
wind is an important part of 
that mix. 

“But in regards to wind tur¬ 
bines, we need to look at them 
on a case by case basis, and 


sometimes it is perfectly valid 
to reject applications. 

“There were numerous ob¬ 
jections to the sites on the 
Romney Marsh from organisa¬ 
tions like Natural England and 
the RSPB. It has to be in the 
right place and there needs to 
be a rigorous planning process 
that takes into consideration 
of the relevant issues. 

“The two sites were not the 
best in terms of the environ¬ 
mental impact on the marsh - 
with wildlife being an impor¬ 
tant attractor the area.” 

He added:“I remain optimis¬ 
tic about offshore, but in terms 
of onshore, Kent is already a 
heavily populated part of the 
country. We already have a lot 
of infrastructure, and with 
lorry parks planned in the fu¬ 
ture it would be a struggle to 
find appropriate sites.” 

Conservative Swale 

borough councillor Mike Den- 
dor also questioned the eco¬ 
nomic viability and effective¬ 
ness of some wind energy 
developments. 

“My personal view on wind 
farms is that we should sup¬ 
port what is economically via¬ 
ble,” he said. 

“I’m not a great believer in 
massive subsidy, and to have 
wind renewables they must 
stand on their own feet. 

“If they are onshore and the 
economy stacks up, I do not 
have an objection. 

“For the offshore wind farms, 
the maintenance is so much 


higher and I know there has 
been all sorts of issues with the 
Whitstable offshore. 

“Half of them are turned off 
when the winds are too high, 
which in my opinion defeats 
the object.” 

Speaking of the govern¬ 
ment’s investment in onshore 
and offshore wind farms, a 
spokesperson for the Depart¬ 
ment for Business, Energy and 
Industrial Strategy said: 

“The government subsidises 
lots of different investments, 
including renewable technolo¬ 
gies. 

“The idea is to bring down 
costs of new technologies over 
time, to the point where they 
don’t need new subsidies so 
they are commercially viable 
on their own. 

“We have made cuts to 
some of the cheapest ways to 
deliver renewable electricity, 
including solar and 

onshore. 

“Offshore wind is less ma¬ 
ture, and that’s why are cur¬ 
rently investing more in this 
sector. 

“There was a 2015 manifesto 
commitment to end subsidies 
for onshore windfarms, as 
these are paid for by money lev¬ 
ied on energy bills and it’s im¬ 
portant to keep the cost of 
these bills down. 

“We will shortly be announc¬ 
ing a £730 million funding 
package for renewable tech¬ 
nology, which offshore wind 
will benefit from.” 
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Naked DIY-er gets 
all clear from court

A N ex-soldier who carried 
out DIY and gardening 
while naked at his Kent 
home says he is “fighting 
a cause for tolerance and 
respect” after being acquitted of pub¬ 
lic order charges. 

Robert Jenner, 42, was initially 
charged with 13 counts of acting dis¬ 
orderly in the garden of his terraced 
home in Stevens Road, Eccles, near 
Maidstone, before appearing at 
Maidstone Magistrates’ Court this 
week. 

However, magistrates cleared him 
of the alleged offences after deliberat¬ 
ing for over an hour on Tuesday. 

Mr Jenner, who served as an infan- 
teer in Iraq before becoming a self- 
employed carpenter, left neighbours 
“disgusted” when he was spotted 
working in the nude on a number of 
occasions last summer, the court was 
told. 

Various witnesses said they felt 
“embarrassed” by Mr Jenner’s ac¬ 
tions, admitting they “did not want to 
see that”, which caused him to be ar¬ 
rested four times last year. 

Paul Edwards, prosecuting, told 
the court: “We all agree that being 


naked is not, per se, a criminal of¬ 
fence but the norms are that people 
wear clothes. 

“The prosecution says he did have 
the necessary intention to cause har¬ 
assment, alarm or distress, under the 
[Public Order] Act.” 

Mr Edwards cited earlier comments 
made by neighbour, Lisa Jarrett, say¬ 
ing she was affected by Mr Jenner’s 
actions so much so that she phoned 
the police more than once and made 
additional statements. 

Alex Davey, defending, said: “Na- 
turism is perfectly lawful and consid¬ 
ered a freedom of expression. 

“But it’s not that common so people 
feel surprised, uncomfortable and 
embarrassed when they see it. 

“A public order offence is when 
there is disorderly behaviour and that 
is carried out with the intention to 
cause harassment alarm or distress. 

“This is not a case of that behaviour 
at all, the behaviour is gardening or 
DIY, the only issue is that he does it in 
a state of undress. 

“If a man plays tennis he does so 
well or badly, with clothes or not, but 
the behaviour is still tennis.” 

Mr Jenner said he first became in¬ 
terested in naturism on a trip to Cy¬ 
prus in 1999 when he discovered a 
nudist beach. 


He told the court he took part in 
naked bike rides and other organised 
nudist events and that wearing no 
clothes gave him “a sense of freedom”. 

Rejecting accusations of exhibi¬ 
tionism, he added: “There no con¬ 
straints, everyone is the same -1 do it 
whenever I can, weather-permitting. 

“If I’m within the boundaries of my 
own property, to me, that’s perfectly 
fine. 

“If I can’t see a need for clothes I 
won’t put them on.” 

The defendant said he would not go 
nude in the high street because he 
was “not strong enough” and told the 
court there were “too many police 
and too many bad people” for him to 
do so outside the boundaries of his 
home. 

He added: “People get away with 
covering themselves head to toe - I 
don’t go naked to contradict that, I go 
naked to feel free. 

“People should tolerate that as they 
tolerate everyone else wearing what¬ 
ever clothes they want. 

“I feel like I am fighting a cause for 
tolerance and respect.” 

After a lengthy deliberation, chair¬ 
man of the bench, Andrew Backway, 
told the court it rejected counts on the 
dates of August 29 as evidence wasn’t 
conclusive as to whether Mr Jenner 


was inside or outdoors, on September 
1 because it judged Mrs Jarrett had 
gone out of her way, down the road, to 
see him naked, and on September 7 
when none of the witnesses had seen 
Mr Jenner inside or outside, dressed 
or undressed. 

Article 10 of the Human Rights Act 

- which covers freedom of expression 

- was engaged for another eight 
counts, as magistrates told the court 
they felt being naked was a suitable 
such expression, and did not amount 


to disorderly behaviour as he was in 
his own garden, with restricted 
views. 

A further two counts were dis¬ 
missed earlier in the case. 

Speaking outside court, Mr Jenner 
told KoS he would continue to prac¬ 
tise naturism in the summer. 

“I’ve won a battle but it’s a tiny one, 
we’ve got a long way to go to get toler¬ 
ance and acceptance,” he said. 

“At the end of the day, it’s just a hu¬ 
man body.”

We take a look back at one of the First World War’s Naval casualties which lies off 
the coast of Kent and is still the watery tomb of those who perished 100 years ago

A CAMPAIGNER is calling 
for a memorial for a 
wrecked ship that sunk 
off the Kent coast 100 
years ago. 

It was on the evening of February 8 
1917 that HMS Ghurka (the spelling 
of the ship’s name is different to the 
conventional use of the word Gurkha) 
hit a German mine off Dungeness, 
bringing down 75 crewmen and leav¬ 
ing only five survivors. 

What’s left of the wartime wreck 
remains on the Dungeness seabed, 
with the ship officially given status as 
a war grave and a designated protect¬ 
ed place by the Ministry of Defence in 
2008. Today, the majority of the 
drowned men still remain trapped 
onboard the ship - with only one 
man’s body ever found. 

But 100 years on, coastal heritage 
researcher Christopher Conn fears 
no-one will remember the lives of 
those who went down with their ship 
due to a lack of a memorial marking

their final resting place here in Kent. 

He said: “Wednesday, February 8 
marked 100 years since the loss of 
HMS Ghurka and almost all of her 
crew. We should be remembering 
their sacrifice and honour their mem¬ 
ory, but I cannot see that this Shep- 
way war grave will be remembered. 

“No-one will visit the unmarked 
maritime war grave, lay a wreath or 
sound the last post. No divers will go 
down to tie the white ensign flag on 
the ship’s stern. 


“There will be no commemoration 
church service, flowers laid on any 
plaque or tablet to remember this 
First World War protected wreck.” 

HMS Ghurka was an 880-ton, 
Tribal class destroyer built in 1907 
for the Royal Navy. She was one of 
five destroyers ordered as part of a 
shipbuilding programme in 1905- 
06, who were all named after foreign 
nations and soldiers and saw service 
in the First World War. They were 
HMS Tartar, HMS Mohawk, HMS 
Cossack and HMS Afridi - all of whom 
were sold for scrap after their part in 
the war effort was complete. 

As Commonwealth War Graves 
Commission historian Max Dutton 
explains, HMS Ghurka played a key 
part in the Dover Patrol - a discrete 
unit of the Royal Navy based at Dover 
and Dunkirk during the duration of 
the Great War. 

“HMS Ghurka was part of the Do¬ 
ver patrol, which was a very signifi¬ 
cant naval group during the war who 
protected our shores and hunted 
down enemy fleet,” he said. 

“The Dover Patrol’s main role was 
to cover the English Channel to pre¬ 


vent German shipping from being 
able to go through the Channel en 
route to the Atlantic Ocean.” 

Blocking the German ships would 
then oblige the German Navy to trav¬ 
el via a much longer route around 
Scotland. 

As well as playing a part in the Do¬ 
ver Patrol - whose memorial has 
stood at Leathercote Point near St 
Margaret’s Bay since 1921 - HMS 
Ghurka played a part in the sinking of 
the German submarine U-8 in 1915 
before she eventually sunk two years 
later herself. 

Recalling that fateful night which 
took the lives of 75 men, Mr Conn 
added: “Many of the crew died in the 
explosion. Others drowned before the 
nearest ship - the armed trawler 
Highlander - reached the scene after 
hearing the explosion. 

“When the trawler arrived only the 
tip of the destroyer’s bow was above 
the water, her stern having touched 
the seabed. 

“The Highlander tried to launch 
her boat but it was swept away by 
huge swells. However, the trawler 
managed to drag five men covered in

Commander FHL Lewin, who was a 
passenger onboard HMS Gurkha. 

He refused to be rescued until he 


released one man from the tangled 
debris of the sinking destroyer’s bow 
and had helped in the rescue of four of 


the destroyer ratings. For his actions, 
he was awarded the Stanhope Gold 
Medal for bravery. 


Mr Dutton adds: “Ships being sunk 
in this way was very common during 
this period. 

“Instead of attacking head on, both 
sides would use mines - a very cheap 
way of destroying a battle ship. It was 
a constant battle seeking out mines 
and destroying them. 

“It was when HMS Ghurka was 
conducting its standard patrol route 
through the English Channel keeping 
home coastal waters safe when it was 
unfortunate enough to strike one of 
those sea mines. 

“It would have gone down quickly, 
seeing as the mines were packed with 
explosives and could strike in a half a 
battleship, and HMS Ghurka was 
only a little boat. The five men who 
survived would have almost certain¬ 
ly been on the top deck.” 

For the majority of the 75 men who 
died in the explosion, their memory is 
preserved by the Commonwealth 
War Graves Commission. The com¬ 
mission has a record of all the names 
of the casualties who died onboard 
HMS Ghurka. 

According to historian Max Dut¬ 
ton of the commission, their memo¬ 
ries are not forgotten. 

“All the men who lost their lives on 
the ship have been commemorated by 
us, and are named on three of our na¬ 
val war memorials in Portsmouth, 
Plymouth and Chatham. 

“The only man that was ever found 
was chief artificer engineer John Cor¬ 
ner, who is buried in a marked grave 
in Gillingham Woodland Cemetery 
after he was picked up off the shore by 
military authorities. 

“The rest of the men were never 
found, and it’s very likely that they 
are still trapped onboard the ship.” 

Some 67 of the men are named at 


the Portsmouth naval memorial, four 
of them in Plymouth and two in 
Chatham. Their place of memorial re¬ 
flects where they were registered in 
the Royal Navy. 

The Commonwealth War Graves 
Commission set up the memorials af¬ 
ter the First World War as a way to 
commemorate members of the Royal 
Navy with no known grave.

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How storm killed thousands 
as 140mph winds hit Channel 

As Kent braces itself for another chilly spell and the threat of snow, we speak to an 
author who has examined some of the more extreme weather to hit the county

I N 1703 a great storm struck 
southern and central England - 
so ferorcious it blew ships hun¬ 
dreds of miles off-course and 
thousands of seamen die as 
their vessels were blown on to the 
Goodwin Sands. 

In London, 2,000 chimney stacks 
were blown down, and the New For¬ 
est saw 4,000 oak trees uprooted. 

Author Daniel Defoe, writer of such 
classics as Robinson Crusoe and Moll 
Flanders even started a jaunt through 
Kent in a bid to record the collosal 
number of trees blown down. But the 
numbers were so extraordinary he 
had to give up. He blamed the cyclone 
on divine punishment for poor per¬ 
formance against Catholic armies in 
the War of the Spanish Succession. 

Now author John Withington has 
taken a look at that and a host of other 
meteorological phenonmena which 
have hit the county, which may make 
us all feel a little more grateful for the 
rather more mundane conditions 


we’ve experienced recently. 

He explained to KoS: “Daniel Defoe 
was narrowly missed by a house that 
collapsed into the street as he fought 
his way through the howling winds. 

“He spoke of seeing tiles being 
blown 40 yards then embedded eight 
inches into the ground. 

“After the event, he advertised in 
the London Gazette for witnesses to 
send in their accounts and used the 
material to compile a classic account, 
The Storm, published the following 
year. His overall verdict was: ‘No pen 
could describe it, nor tongue express 
it, nor thought conceive it unless by 
one in the extremity of it.”' 

That storm and others around the 
world are contained in the book 
Storm: Nature and Culture. 

He said: “Defoe set out to count 
how many trees had been felled in 
Kent, but gave up when he got to 
17,000. 

“Churches were also badly hit with 
the spire at Brenchley, said to be the 
highest in the county at the time, 
brought down, while a dozen ships 
were grounded on the Goodwins and 
other sandbanks, and the biggest ship 


lost in the storm sank in the Medway. 

“It was by far the deadliest tempest 
Britain has ever suffered, with about 
8,000 lives lost, but some scientists 
now argue that storms are getting 
even fiercer.” 

Mr Withington added: “Defoe cal¬ 
culated 25 parks had lost more than 
1,000 trees each, and the number 
lost across the country almost cer¬ 
tainly ran into millions. 

Gusts on land hit 75mph and 
140mph at sea, causing carnage. 

“The biggest ship lost in the storm 
was the 90-gun Vanguard, which 
went down in the Medway, but fortu¬ 
nately there was no one on board. 

“By dawn, a dozen ships had been 
driven ashore on the Goodwins and 
other sandbanks. A few hours later, 
they had all been dashed to pieces 
and most of their crews drowned - a 
loss of up to 3,000 lives. The only sur¬ 
vivor from the 272 aboard the Mary 
was a seaman named Thomas At¬ 
kins, who was washed off her as she 
broke up and thrown onto the quar¬ 
ter deck of the Stirling Castle. 

“When she ran aground, he was 
flung overboard into a boat which 


had broken adrift. He reached shore 
nearly unconscious and suffering 
from exposure, but alive, along with 
just 70 others from the crew of 349. 

“The Royal Navy lost 14 ships, and 
overall, the death toll at sea was put 
at 8,000. No wonder the Observator 
newspaper declared ‘never was such 
a storm of wind, such a hurricane 
and tempest known in the memory of 
man’.” 

After the Great Storm of 1987 in 
England, which felled perhaps 15 
million trees, the eminent nature 
writer, Richard Mabey, said it should 
be seen ‘as an integral part of the 
workings of the environment, not 
some alien force’. 

And 20 years on, the National 
Trust’s head of forestry, Ray Hawes, 
pointed to what had happened at 
Toys Hill in Kent. One area of wood¬ 
land was cleared and replanted after 
the storm, while another was left as 
an experimental ‘non-intervention’ 
area. The part where nature was al¬ 
lowed to take its course had been 
more successful, with a far wider va¬ 
riety of trees and flowers. “At the 
time,” Hawes noted, “we would have 



said the wood was destroyed. But we 
now know that woods are not de¬ 
stroyed, they just change.” 

For Mr Withington, it was the start 
of a career that has seen him chroni¬ 
cle some major disasters. 

He told us: “When I first realised 
how stormy Kent was, I was pretty 
surprised. I was raised in the north of

England, and we used to come down 
south for our holidays because it was 
supposed to be sunnier and warmer. 

“Kent also suffered badly in the 
Great Storm of October 16, 1987. 
Again many trees were felled, partly 


because their roots were loosened af¬ 
ter the wettest start to an October on 
record. Sevenoaks was famously re¬ 
duced to one oak. 

“At 500 year old Knole Park, two 
thirds of the trees were brought 


down, while at Churchill’s home at 
Chartwell, a spectacular horseshoe of 
beeches, much loved by Sir Winston, 
was demolished. Kent County Coun¬ 
cil contractors had to remove an esti¬ 
mated 400,000 tonnes of fallen tim¬ 



ber from the A25 alone. In the words 
of Sevenoaks District Council chief 
executive Bruce Cova: A hundred 
years of our heritage disappeared in a 
few minutes and our countryside will 
never be the same again in our life 
time’. 

“When the district council’s emer¬ 
gency team assembled, Cova told 
them these were the nearest condi¬ 
tions they might ever see to a nuclear 
attack.” 

He went on: “Environmentalists 
nowadays stress the beneficial effects 
of storms. 

“Snow can shield seeds and plants 
against the cold. The difference in 
temperature between the top and 
bottom of a snow blanket can be as 
much as 50°F. 

“Lightning carries so much energy 
it can liberate nitrogen atoms in the 
air. They then fall to earth with rain, 
and combine with minerals in the soil 
to create nitrates, which act as natu¬ 
ral fertilisers. 

“Fires started by lightning can also 
be beneficial. 

“They clear undergrowth and de¬ 
bris from woods, turning it into nutri¬ 


ents, and allow sunlight and water to 
penetrate through to the forest floor, 
all of which helps seeds to germi¬ 
nate.” 

Mr Withington added: “More re¬ 
cently, Kent suffered in the very 
stormy winter of 2013-4, with Yald- 
ing flooded on Christmas Day, with 
dirty brown water washing along the 
High Street and invading people’s 
homes, submerging them waist-deep. 

“Perhaps a sign of how much more 
volatile the climate is becoming was 
the fact that when the village experi¬ 
enced a flood in 2000 that caused £6 
million of damage, they were told it 
was a once-in-a-century event. Just 
13 years later came a flood that was 
twice as damaging.” 

But Kent’s weather isn’t just a story 
of storms. 

On 10 August 2003, Faversham re¬ 
corded the heaviest temperature ever 
seen in the UK at 38.5C.

Having met on a Kent sports field, David Gower and Chris Cowdrey are on tour 


I F you happened to be stood on 
the side of a muddy field in 
Canterbury at some point in 
the early 1970s, then there’s 
a chance you may have seen 
two future England cricket captains 
rolling around in the mud. 

The duo in question, David Gower 
and Chris Cowdrey, were battling it 
out on opposing sides of the rugby 
pitch, representing their schools - 
King’s for Gower, Tonbridge School 
for Cowdrey. More significantly, 
however, it sparked a friendship - 
over a disputed try - which saw 
them rise up cricket’s youth ranks, 
into the county arena, captaining 
their respective sides - Leicester¬ 
shire and Kent - and then both into 
the England Test side where, again, 
they would both have the honour of 
being named captain. 

Both now long since retired from 
the professional game, they contin¬ 


ue to make a decent living from their 
past heroics and, for the first time, 
the life-long pals are teaming up for 
a UK tour where they will share an¬ 
ecdotes of their careers. 

“I think, like a good marriage, 
the secret of our friendship is not 
seeing too much of one another,” 
admits Cowdrey, 59, ahead of the 
tour’s start next month which will 
include a night in Tunbridge Wells. 

“The problem when we played was 
that cricket’s a busy game. He’d come 
off a tour with England then straight 
into the county season. But when Kent 
played Leicestershire we’d see each 
other most evenings and keep in touch. 

“We enjoy taking the mickey out 
of each other we often send each 
other ‘challenging’ texts as we travel 
the country, We have lots planned , 
but I suspect the funniest moments 
will be the off-the-cuff quips at each 
other’s expense.” 


Chris Cowdrey may not have en¬ 
joyed the longevity of an interna¬ 
tional career as Gower did, but in 
Kent he is part of the Cowdrey dy¬ 
nasty which has stretched across 
the generations. His father, Colin, 
was one of the greatest England 
players of all time and his sons 
Chris and Graham would both go 
on to play for Kent during the 1980s 
- Chris becoming captain and en- 
joyiing his England call-up. 

Now, all these years later, Fabian 
Cowdrey, son of Chris, is a first team 
regular for the county side. 

For now, though, the glory days 
of the 1980s will be the main topic 
at David Gower, Chris Cowdrey and 
the Holy Bail as the duo put the fin¬ 
ishing touches to a tour which 
starts in Birmingham on March 2 
and takes in the Assembly Hall The¬ 
atre the following day before end¬ 
ing up in London’s Lyric Theatre at 


the end of the month. 

The two-hour show will see the 
audience able to put questions in a 
cricket helmet during the interval 
and the duo tackle them in the sec¬ 
ond half of the show. 

Rehearsals, however, are perhaps 
fitting of the duo. Explains Cow¬ 
drey: “Gower came over and stayed 
with me and rehearsals were due to 
start at 10.30am. However, by the 
time we decided it would be better 
to have a bite to eat and a little 
something to drink, it was after 
lunch it actually got going.”

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ore carrot, less steak for the 'f lexitarian' die 


DIY SOS presenter Nick Knowles says we don’t need to be vegan all the time, just during the week... 


N ICK KNOWLES is aware 
he’s not what many 
would picture when the 
word ‘vegan’ comes to 
mind. 

“You tend to think that most ve¬ 
gans are petite, small, slim people, 
and I’m not,” states the 54-year-old 
TV presenter, best known for his 18 
years fronting BBC One home-im¬ 
provement stalwart DIY SOS. “I’m a 
46-inch chest, 6ft 2in, 17-stone rug¬ 
by player!” 

But if Mr Knowles doesn’t look like 
a typical vegan - someone who 
doesn’t consume any animal-pro¬ 
duce, including dairy, eggs and hon¬ 
ey, as well as meat - some members of 
the vegan community who he terms 
“funda-lentilists” - are at pains to 


point out he isn’t really one anyway. 

His lifestyle has been turned upside 
down since filming BBC Two’s The 
Retreat last year, which saw him and 
a diverse group of participants head 
to a health centre in Thailand, ditch¬ 
ing cigarettes, caffeine, alcohol and 
meat and replacing them with yoga, 
lots of vegetables and hikes through 
the mountains. 

He lost nine kilos in three weeks, 
his cholesterol levels fell by a third, 
and his blood pressure dropped to a 
healthy level. 

Since then, Mr Knowles has main¬ 
tained a ‘flexitarian’ diet, meaning he 
largely eats vegetarian or vegan 
meals but will occasionally have 
meat or fish. It’s a big change for a 
man who used to eat a sausage, ba¬

con and egg roll on his way to work, 
snack on scotch eggs, and regularly 
go out for steak lunches. 

And while his first cookbook, Prop¬ 
er Healthy Food: Hearty Vegan And 
Vegetarian Recipes For Meat Lovers, 
focuses on this huge shift, he’s still 
upset the apple cart. 

“If you could do one day a week as 
being veggie, congratulations, you 
should get a pat on the back,” he rea¬ 
sons. “You’ve reduced your meat in¬ 
take, that’s fantastic. If you can do it 
two or three days a week, even better. 

“If you could get to a point where 
you’re meat-free during the week and 
only treat yourself to meat during the 
weekends... when I say something like 
that, the Vegan Society goes, ‘What? 
Treat yourself to dead animals?’ 


“You’re never going to encourage 
people if every time they fail, you bat¬ 
ter them over the head. I’ve been say¬ 
ing more carrot less stick. Or you 
could say, more carrot less steak!” 

And the father-of-four feels the 
message is too important to be de¬ 
terred. 

“The vegan community is watch¬ 
ing this book very carefully and I’m 
slightly worried about what I’m say¬ 
ing, which is that it’s OK not to be 
fully vegan, but I don’t really care,” 
he says, between sips of peppermint 
tea. “I know the health benefits that 
come from eating a more plant-based 
diet are so important that we have to 
get past all of that rubbish, and en¬ 
courage people to start eating meat- 
free once a week.”

I VERY much hope that representa¬ 
tives of the fishing industry [KoS, 
05.02] are being unduly pessimistic 
concerning the future they will have 
once we have left the EU. 

In the early 1990s, as a member of 
Ukip’s NEC, I held meetings with 
fishermen’s groups with a view to

Look who’s back 

IN reply to Edward Baker [KoS letter 
05.02] I first point out that my 
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Slowing down lorries 
would harm economy 


CLIVE Wilkins-Oppler’s letter in last 
week’s KoS should not be allowed to 
go unchallenged. 

To suggest that traffic being slowed 
down to ‘farm tractor speeds’ would 
be a desirable thing, is ridiculous. 
Indeed in some places on the road 
network it would be an offence. 

From where did he obtain the 
information that so many speed 
related crashes occur on our 
highways that our arterial network 
is failing to deliver motorists 
punctually to their venue of choice? 

Such an assertion is simply not 
supported by the facts. 

Motorways are not just for cars, 
but very importantly, for goods 
vehicles too, many of which are 
running to ‘timed delivery windows’ 
that have to be hit and the fact is the 
great majority of the time they are. 

On the rare occasions when there 
is a serious collision on a motorway 
it is inevitable that there will be 
traffic ‘build-up’ due to the sheer 
volume of vehicles on motorways at 
any given time. 


previous missive was itself in 
response to another correspondent 
covering several issues. 

On climate change specifically 
though, Mr Baker tries to cloud the 
issue in my view with wide generali¬ 
sation of the subject so I suggest to 
him and all that the new Ladybird, 
for adults, Intro to Climate Change, 
be obtained. 

That said, whilst some of the 
records are fairly recent going back 
only to the late 18th/early 19th 
century, over the last several decades 
we have also been able to take and 
scientifically analyse information 
from such as ice-cores, seabed 


Despite the fact they form only a 
fraction of the overall network, over 
20 per cent of vehicle movement on 
any given day is taking place on 
motorways.

‘speed related’. 

The most common causes are not 
looking properly, or lack of care and 
attention.

sediments, chemical analysis of 
rocks, and those those from archaeo¬ 
logical and fossil record, to inform 
our view of ancient climates. 

Thus we can say that the levels of 
C02 in the atmosphere, put there by 
our own industrial activities over the 
last 150-200 years, have shown a 
rise from around 280parts per 
million pre-industrial to just over 
400ppm worldwide today. 

This heat retaining energy is what 
is driving the albeit fairly early signs 
of climate change via the increas¬ 
ingly intense weather events 
occurring around the world and 
leading the last 14 of 15 years being 


not only the warmest since records 
began, but also known to be around 
the same as three million years ago 
in the Pliestocene era. 

During this era sea levels were also 
considerably higher than today, one 
example may be that just a few 
meters down from the top of The 
Bayle area at Folkestone, today 24 
metres above the sea, is a gravel river 
bed layer which flowed into the 
much higher waters of that time. 

Lastly here, he says the last ice-age 
lasted two million years, but this also 
wrong I’m afraid as there have been 
20 such periods over the last three 
million or so years, the last one 
actually beginning only around 
70,000 years ago. 

Finally, whilst I welcome Mr 
Baker’s comment being against 
uncontrolled greenhouse gas 
releases, the fact is that today we 
actually have to cut, probably 
drastically, the amounts we emit if 
we are to avoid going over the 2C rise 
by 2050 which has been set. 

Sadly the advent of Trump in the 
US and that the Paris agreements are 
actually not stringent enough, we 
may be consigning our descendants 
to a rise of 3 or 4C by around 2100 
unless much greater efforts are put 
in place!

Is this the longest 
crossing delay? 

VARIOUS Kent MPs have pressed the 
government to make an announce¬ 
ment on the Lower Thames Crossing 
but still we hear nothing.

Traffic at the existing crossing is a 
nightmare on a daily basis and the 
people of Dartford have suffered for 
far too long, with the removal of the 
tolls making the congestion even 
worse over the last couple of years. 

Given this is a long-term project 
with several obstacles still to 
overcome, it’s essential we get the 
ball rolling as soon as possible so our 
children don’t have to suffer the way 
we have. 

The government has repeatedly 
talked about investing millions of 
pounds in transport infrastructure. 

It’s all very well providing lip 
service, but we need to see some¬ 
thing concrete - the people of north 
Kent want them to take action and 
they want them to do it now.

IMAGE : It may be one for the fashion conscious, 
but the Ignis, at under £10,000 is a car with a serious 
challenge to securing your business 
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SUZUKI’S latest model continues the name Ignis 
- meaning ‘fire’ in Latin. 

Admittedly, performance is no feistier than its 
two predecessors, but it will ignite interest with 
those who like to ‘wear’ their car. 

I mean those whose cars are integral to their 
image; what I call the handbag/manbag sector 
and containing the MINI, Fiat 500, DS3 and oth¬ 
ers. 

In that context, the Ignis is a winner, with 
funky on trend crossover/SUV styling, keen pric¬ 
ing from £9,999 - below the psychologically im¬ 
portant £10k mark - and 11 colour schemes in¬ 
cluding two-tone treatments and many 
customisation options, easily added and even 
changed later by the dealer. 

The SUV look is not just a nod to fashion either, 
as the Ignis can be had with Suzuki’s ALLGRIP 
4x4 system on the SHVS SZ5 flagship (£13,999). 

Incidentally, SHVS stands for Smart Hybrid Ve¬ 
hicle by Suzuki, a neat add-on (from £12,999) 
available on two versions in the current Ignis 
line-up. 

This does not mean that there is dual power- 
train, as on conventional hybrids, but an ISG (in¬ 
tegrated starter generator) that assists the car 
when pulling away and recovers energy from 


braking, both helping to boost economy and cut 
emissions. 

This gives SHVS Ignis models an official com¬ 
bined 65.7mpg and 97g/km of C02. 

All models come with the Japanese marque’s 
punchy 90bhp 1.2-litre four-cylinder Dualjet 
petrol engine that appears in several other Su- 


zukis; it suits the Ignis, with decent low down 
acceleration and enough overall fizz to make it 
fun to drive in all conditions. 

The car is light yet substantial, well-arranged, 
and roomy too for something straddling the city 
car and supermini sectors. It even has flexible 
boot space thanks to sliding rear seat bases.

Rather than blur the differences 
between five and three-door 
versions, Hyundai also chose to 
follow the trend towards designing 
the latter as a sporting coupe to 
deliver more glamour to the overall 
range. 

If you need space then check out 
the stylish yet practical five-door 
model we tested at launch: it has one 
of the biggest boots in class. 

But if you want sportier lines, still 
backed by Hyundai’s generous 
five-year/unlimited mileage 
warranty, then check out the Coupe 
variant tested here. 

For a start, there is a bit of an aura

ished headroom and reduced vision 
out of the back windows. 

But there’s no criticism of the car’s 
refinement and composure in a class 
where it can be a challenge; the i20 
is quiet and rarely caught out by the 
vagaries of UK road surfaces; 
Hyundai has advanced in leaps and 
bounds on the noise, vibration and 
harshness (NVH) front. 

Of the engine choices, the test car’s 
busy little three-cylinder 1.0-litre 
petrol turbo is the one to go for and, 
preferably the 120PS (118bhp) tune 
rather than 100PS (99bhp) version; 
a non-turbo 84PS 1.2 petrol is 
offered as an entry choice, but it 
doesn’t have the oomph to go with 
the car’s looks.

Former England captain dissects a dramatic week in cricket

FORMER England and Kent captain 
Chris Cowdrey has warned Joe Root 
stepping up to skipper the national 
side will be a “big leap up mentally”, 
as the 25-year-old emerged as the hot 
favourite to replace Alastair Cook. 

Cook quit earlier this week after a 
four-and-a-half stint in command, 
leading England in 59 Tests and two 
Ashes victories. 

At 32 he is England’s most-capped 
Test captain as well as their most pro¬ 
lific batsman, scoring 11,057 runs in 
140 Tests. 

But his decision to leave has left the 
smart money on the young York- 
shireman now taking over. 

And while Cowdrey believes he has 
captain potential, he fears it may 
have come a little too soon and rues 
Cook’s decision to quit now. 

Speaking to KoS this week, the 
59-year-old - who captained Eng¬ 
land, albeit briefly, in 1988 - said: “I’d 
choose Joe Root - but not now. 

“I hoped Cook would do another 
two years or at least get through this 
difficult year which is ahead. 

“We’ve got the ICC Champions Tro¬ 
phy, South Africa and the West Indies 
touring here and then off to Australia 
on an Ashes tour. 

“To ask Root to play all that and 
captain, assuming he gets appointed, 
is a big ask. It is a big leap up mental¬ 
ly; is he up to the job, can he handle 
the media attention, can he keep his 
form? I hope he can because he’s a 
wonderful player. 

“It used to be that you would rise 
up and captain your county first but 


now the captain is selected from the 
England dressing room. But I hope 
he’ll do very well.” 

Cook’s last series as captain was 
the 4-0 defeat to India late last year. 
He said: “I’ve had time to reflect after 
the India series. I spoke to Colin 
Graves, the chairman, to explain and 
offer my resignation. Playing for Eng¬ 


land really is a privilege and I hope to 
carry on as a Test player.” 

Cowdrey, son of cricket legend Col¬ 
in and father of Kent star Fabian, re¬ 
tired from the professional game in 
1992. Next month he embarks on a 
theatre tour with best friend David 
Gower, including a date in Tunbridge 
Wells (see leisure pages for more). 


N’Gala saga continues as Dover sign defender

A DEFENDER who signed for 
Gillingham last week, but then left 
the club after bosses discovered he 
was ineligible to play, has now joined 
Dover Athletic. 

The Gills announced that former 
West Ham academy graduate Bondz 
N’Gala had joined the club’s ranks, 
but a change in regulations meant 
the defender was unavailable to 
appear at Priestfield. 

Unbeknown to both Gillingham 
and the Football League (EFL), Fifa, 
football’s governing body, modified 
their rules and regulations regarding 
player appearances and contracts for 
the 2016/17 season. 

The new law lists National League 
sides as professional clubs, and as a

result, players are only permitted to 
make competitive appearances for a

As a result of N’Gala playing for 
both Barnet in League Two and 
National League side Eastleigh 
earlier in the season, Gillingham 
were unable to field their new man. 

However, Dover announced this 
week they had completed the signing 
of the powerful 27-year-old and there 
appear to be no barriers to him 
appearing at Crabble. 

A club statement read: “Following 
discussions between Dover Athletic, 
the FA and the EFL it was confirmed 
by the FA’s registrations department 
that we could go ahead and sign the 
player.” 

N’Gala has previously featured for 
Scunthorpe, Plymouth, Yeovil, 
Stevenage, Portsmouth and MK 
Dons.
